•"P»y Pay" OX^Onnor, Irish Par- 
lismsntaiy leader, expressed himself 
Baturdajr as saafuine of en early 
and satisfaetonr settlement of the 
vexed Irish qupstlon. He outlined 
nit views ill lii.s rooms at the 
BIarkstoiH> Hotel in Chicago. Ankti 
as to tht' present proq>eets ot the 
convention, he said: 

"I am unable to give a predlse 
answer. As you are doubtless aware, 
the proceedings are secret, and the 
secrecy has been guarded by a spe- 
cial law which subjected the dis- 
closnres to the penalties of the de- 
fense of the realm aet" 

To the query as to how the mem- 
bership of the convention was de- 
termined he replied: "It was oom- 
lnate>l, and rlchtly so. All parties 
wore more oi le.ss con.sulted. To 
show you how much it was desired 
to have the convention thoroughly 
representative the Sinn Felner.s 
were offered live seats, as many as 
the Parliamentary party of sixty- 
eight men and as many as the 
Orange party. Tea will thus see 
that the spirit was eoneiliatory and 
eompreaiien«iv& Anotiher invpoitant 
factor Is that the Government ex- 
ercised Its power of nominating fif- 
teen members by rhosing the most 
distinguished intellerts of Ireland, 
with the addition that these men 
have never been associated with 
active or parti.san participation In 
our political .strife. Universities, 
Chambers of Commerce, the hier- 
archies of the Catholic and Protest- 
ant churches were searched for the 
beat minds. I don't know any man 
in Ireland who ought to be In the 
convention and who could help by 
his intelligence who is excluded." 

When asked as to his hopes of 
the convention arriving at a suc- 
cessful issue, O'Connor said: 
"Slight Indications invi- lieen given 
by cautious and re-served utterances 
by some of the members of the con- 
vention. So far as I can gather 
Irish opinion from the ocoasional 
and cautious references made, the 

Sirit of black pessimism in which 
e convention began has changed 
to a decidedly more optimistic 
type. One of the most striking 
q>eeches I have seen was by a pro- 
fessor of the Belfast University. In 
eloquent and touching language he 
Rpoke of the gradual disappearance 
in the discussions of the old ani- 
mosities and old mlsanderstand- 
ings." 

With reference to the kind. of a 
settlement by the conTention that 
would satisfy Irtih opinion, he ven- 
tured the belief "that there is one 
section of Irish opinion which. If it 
Itres up to its own declaration, 
would not bo satisfied of anything 
short of an Irish republic and com- 
plete separation from England. 
Whatever the convention decides it 
will certainly not decide in favor of 
that." 

His own opinion of the solution 
the convention ought to adopt is 
indicated in the remark: "I see in 
the official reports these words con- 
stantly recurring: 'Constitution 
liased on the Dominion form of 
government.* If the convention 
gave that I believe the good sense 
of the majority of the Irish people, 
and what is more, of the Irish race 
throughout the world, will IMM* the 
convention." 

That America In the war -will ex- 
ert a large influence on Ireland Is 
Mt. O'Connor's earnest belief. "I 
can not understand the intervention 
ot America not producing the pro- 
foundest influence on the mind of 
every Irishman at home or abroad," 
he said. "America (s now one of 
the Allies. Everybody who is pro- 
AUv is pro-American; evei-jbody 
who is anti-Ally Is anti-Ameiican. 
That issue has been faced squarely 
( can say already by the Irish race 
In America, and take it from me. 
speaking with knowledge and after 
the freest exchange of thought with 
the leading Irish minds of Amer- 
ica, that the theory of divided 
allegiance has no place in the mind 
or heart of the Irish race in this 
country. I can not ' say that the 
Irish at home have yet seen the 
position in such a clean cut way. 
but they are learning, I hope." 

To the question as to what was 
the fundamental reason of ttie suc- 
cesses of the Sinn Felners at the 
recent Parliament hye-electlons, he 
raplied: "First, the disgust, almost 
deepening to desipalr, at the heeltar 
ttons and delays of successive Brit- 
ish administrations In putting home 
rule into operation; second, resent- 
ment at what Lloyd George himself 
called the ineptitudes and maligni- 
ties of the war office In dealing 
wHh Ireland: and third, and above 
all the fieri.' and almost frensled 
resentment at the cruel executions. 
My own view of the mind of the 
BrlUsh Ministry as at present con- 
stituUd — always on the supposition 
that the convention comes to an 
agreement—is that their desire to 
have the question settled is as keen 
u that of the Irish people them- 
selves 'Thoy are conscious of the 
enormous part that a reconciled 
Seland can play IfrfaclllUtlng our 
crushing victory and a decisive

(T{OS8ED THE BRIDGE. 



To the Irish Standard It appears 
certain that the Irish convention 
has crossed the worst bridge In Its 
road to agreement — that of the par- 
tition of a part of Ulster from the 
rest of Ireland. Responding to an 
Impassioned appeal from Lord Mc- 
Donnell, former Under Secretary tor 
Ireland, the Ulster delegation has 
praetioally waived this point, and a 
committee is now at work upon a 
plan of government that will be 
ready for presentation in a short 
time. The remaining obstacles that 
are likely to give trouble are the 
propositions that Ireland shall re- 
main in fiscal union with Great 
Britain, and the continuance of 
representation in the British Par- 
liament. These are both Important, 
but not insuperable 'diSioultles. Fis- 
cal union with Great Britain would 
of eouTse detnMt~4MMa the internal 
autonomy which Ireland Justly 
claims. With such a restriction of 
tier administrative power.'* she 
would not stand In the same re- 
lation to- the empire as <'anada or 
Australia. She would not have the 
full measure of home rule that 
rightfully and naturally belongs to 
her In virtue of her gecgraphical 
and racial status, but she would at 
any rate be relieved of the intol- 
eratle burden ot "Castle" dominion 
ot her domestle aCairs. Until the 
exact conditions ot the proposition 
are formulated it is not poMlble to 
estimate properly the importance of 
this obsession. As to representa- 
tion at Westminster the vast ma- 
jority of the Irish people would 
prefer to have 11 abolished, but on 
this point there Is little danger of 
serious trouble. With or without it 
a self-governed Ireland caai be pros- 
perous and contented, ^ovided al- 
ways that there shall be no inter- 
ference with domestic affairs. 
Neither of the points in controversy 
therefore is incapable of satisfac- 
tory adjustment, and in the not 
distant future we niaV expect to see 
the dawn of the day of deliverance 
and redemption of Ireland — Ireland 
as an entirety.

President Wilson last Saturday 
proclaimed tomorrow as a day of 
prayer for the triumph of American 
arms. Since the outbreak of the 
war there has heen constant prayer 
In the Catholic church for peace 
and the success of ota- country. The 
President's proclamanon is as fol 
lows: 

"Whereas, The Congress of the 
(Tnited States, by a concurrent 
resolution adopted on the fourth 
il:iy of the present month of Octo- 
ber, In view of the entrance of our 
nation into the vast and awful war 
which now afflicts the greater part 
of the world, has requested me to 
set apart by otficial proclamation a 
day on which our people should be 
called upon'to offer concerted prayer 
to Almighty God for his divine aid 
In the success of our arms; and, 
"Whereas, It behooves a great 
frei iieopii', nurtured as we have 
been in the eternal principles of 
justice and of right, a nation which 
has sought from the earliest days of 
Its existence to be obedient to the 
divine teachings which have in- 
spired it in the exercise of its lib- 
erties, to turn alwajys to the Su- 
preme Matter and 4Mt tliemsslves 
In faith at his feet, praying for 
his aid and succor in every hour of 
trial, to the end that the great aims 
to which we dedicate our power as 
a people may not perish among 
men. but be always asserted and 
defended with fresh ardor and de- 
votion, and through the divine 
blessing set at the last upon endur- 
ing foundations for the benefit of 
all the free peoples of the. earth: 
"Now therefore I, Woodrow Wil- 
son, President of the United States, 
gladly responding to the wish ex- 
pressed by the Congress, do appoint 
October 28, btfing the Isst Sunday 
of the present month, as a day of 
supplication and prayer tor all the 
oeople of the nation, earnestly ex- 
Ijortlng all my countrymen to ob- 
serve the appointed day, according 
io their several faiths, iu solemn 
prayer that God's blessing may rest 
upon the high task which is laid 
upon us, to the end that the cause 
for which we give our lives and 
treasure may triumah and our ef- 
jad{|«Jaith4Mhisva-

The House of Commons on Tuee 
day occupied iti^ell with Ireland 
,Iohn K. Re<lmond, leader ot the 
ish [uu-ty in Parliament, opening 
tho debute, on the motion which 
he announoe<l October 16 te WOMld 
make. The moUon reads: 

■ This House deplores the policy 
which hss been pursued by the 
Irish ESueoutive Ooivemment and the 
Irish mllMary authkntttai at a time 
when the highest Initereets of Ire- 
land and the entire demand the 
creation of an atmosphere favorable 
to a suceeesful restilt of the delib- 
erations of the Irish convi-ni ion." 

In th<? course of a sp<>e< h F'romieT 
Lloyd C.eorge (Un-lared the Uovem- 
metit was aware that arrangements 
were again being nuade, partly by 
Count von Bemctorff, to land arms 
in Ireland. The Premier said that 
the QovennmeDt oould not possibly 
forget what Uad happened only 
eighteen months ago. These 
speeches oould not bo treated as 
excited epeeches delivered by per- 
sons of no coneequwicea, which 
would end In nothing. 

"In order to save those poor peo- 
ple wihio honestly believed they were 
doing their beet for ttortr country 
from heing persuaded by othera," 
continued tbe Premier, "I thought 
it essential that the Oovermment 
should take action, not pnovocative 
action, hut firm action. There are 
three things the Govemmeat ought 
to make clear In the IntereBts of 
Ireland: First, Incitemont to re- 
bellion can not be permitAed. The 
Germans nearly laoded aims for 
that purpose eighteen months ago. 
We know itthat arrangements are 
being made for arms to be landed 
again and we know that It is partly 
done by Von Bemstorff. Second, 
a thing no Government can permit 
Is organization for rebellion." .\fter 
referring to the drilling and the 
marching going on in Ireland and 
th<i exhortations of do Valera. the 
Premier declared that what wae go- 
ing on in Ireland was a deliberati: 
attempt to enroll and drill tdwu- 
sand^ of young men— who in ESng- 
iand would have 1>een compulsorily 
enlisted — in preparation for re- 
bellion. Thie tn^^rd point was that 
there was a deal of talk In Ireland 
among the Sinn Fein loaders, which, 
said the Premier, did not mean 
home rule or self -government, but 
separation oc secession. There was 
a demand tat the sovierelgB Inde- 
peodeDce of Irelsnd, and, dOelsred 
tfie Prendsr, "W* hSMl better say 
at once thatt under no conditions 
will Greart; Britain permit anything 
of that kind." 

Henry E. Duke, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, declared that the re- 
cent troubles in Ireland had arisen 
because the convention was doing 
well and the Sinn Fein leaders wish 
it to telL H)a said the Oovanunant 
intsnded to do Ms utmost to prevent 
orimlaaJ acts wltti such Intention. 
The belief wss exp resse d by Mr. 
Duke that the convention was on 
the "eve of a solution of its prob- 
l«>m»." Ho announced that while 
the constitution was In the making 
the Govemmtmt would do its utmoet 
to avoid the policy of maldng ar- 
rests, which he considered as likely 
only to help the seeessioodst propa- 
ganda. 

The Secretary felt that all the 
aotion taken by the administration 
in Ireland was justified TIhe Irish 
convention, he declared, was a 
working demonstration of the fact

Fred M. Sackett, Fed- 
eral Food Administrator for Ken- 
tucky, was acquainted with condi- 
tions this week, and at once tele- 
graphed Mr, Hoover asking the 
real status of affairs.

The missions tor non-Oatholics 
given in the Covington diooese by 
«he Rev. Father Sutton, O. P., have 
aroused quite a little Interest 
iimong both Catholics and Prot* 
Mtantfi. The mission f^veo in Cor- 
bin was well attended from begin- 
ning to end. Many people cauie 
every night to learn the truth 
about the Catholic religion and 
they eagerly accepted the books the 
missionary gave out after the serv- 
ices, thips ptohmgiag the effects of 
the mission. Father Sutton has 
published a very attnctive IMtle 
volume. "What Is a CatiioUeT" and 
gives a copy free of charge to ev- 
ery sincere inquirer who is not of 
our faith but is interested In our 
teachings. 

In Jellico likewise there was a 
good attendance and no doubt much 
good re.sulted from the lucid and 
practical interpretation of Catholic 
practice and dogma given by the 
eloquent preacher. This week the 
mission is going on in PlneviUe and 
it is hoped that a like interest will 
be manifested there as at the pre- 
ceding m lesions. 

A very interesting part of the 
mission is th^ question box and 
everybody is anxious to hear as 
many questions answered as pos- 
sible, but many aic atraid to put 
their questions in writing for fear 
that they will expose their ignor- 
ance. Often Protestants get their 
Catholic neighbors to place their 
questions in the receptacle. Cath- 
olics on their part often harm the 
eiriciency of the question box by 
getting indignant about some ques- 
tion read out aloud and betraying 
quite a little' ignorance upon the 
part of the questioner, and by their 
iiniiuarded remarks scare Prot- 
est :in Is away from this source of 
instruction rather than help the 
good cause. Another drawback Vo 
this work is to be found in the 
fear oi some Catholics thai if they 
take any rrotestanls to the mission 
they miglit have their feelings hurt 
by the missionary, a fear that is 
altogether unfounded in the case of 
Father Sutton, who is very kind 
and fatherly In his ways, and it 
surely would take a very bigoted 
and ignot^t kind of a person to 
find fault with his manneo- of hand- 
ling this delicate matter.

MAKES SAFE TRIP.

TEST CASE. 



A test ease is now In the courts 
for the Oklahoma law prohibiting 
the Importation of mass Wine. The 
case is unique in that one of the 
points lnvolve<i Is whetiher such a 
law (Mil be passed In territory se- 
cured through the Louisiana pur- 
chase, under the terms of thst pur- 
chase. 



The above is the title of an in- 
teresting api^endix to a tract pub- 
lished by the Society of SS. Peter 
and Paul of London, publishers to 

the Church of Bngland, which ap- 
peared but recently. The tract, en- 
titled "No Small Stir," deals with 
the Papal appeal for peace. 

The appendix in question gives a 
very comprehensive knd fair sum- 
mary of the benevolent activity of 
our Holy Father on behalf of eo 
many of the unfortunate victims of 
the war. "A proposal," It telle us, 
"for the general exchange of pris- 
oners unfit for military service wafl 
made by His Holiness to the sov- 
ereigns and heads of i^tates of the 
belligerent power;; on December 31, 
1914." .Ml the governments ac- 
cepted. tliouRh not all put the sug- 
gestion into practice. "The Pope 
then took up the question of in- 
valid and wounded prisoners, and 
in May, 1916. opened negotiations 
with the belligerent States with a 
view to such prisoners being ex- 
changed and interned in neutral 
countries." The French, Swiss and 
German Governments accepted this 
proposal and as a result many thou- 
sands have been sheltered in Swit- 
zerland. 

"In lOl.T." we are told again, 
the Pope made a further appeal in 
order that they should agree to 
allow the strict observance of Son- 
day rest for prisoners of war. All 
the govemmeiits adhered to this 
proposal." As a further move to 
ameliorate the condition of prison- 
ers we hear that: "In April, IDll, 
the Pope put forward a plan for 
interning in a neutral country, after 
eighteen months' captivity. the 
fathers of at least three children." 
This suggestion was not accepted 
except in a tentative and experi- 
mental way in a very few cases. 

Then "an 'office in tavor of 
prisoners of war' was opened in 
December. 1914, as a department 
under the Papal Secretary of State." 
The work of this department is to 
make inquiry for missing soldiers 
and to conduct inveetigatton into 
the condition of prisoners. "When 
reprisals on prisoners were threat- 
ened the Pope," we are told, "in- 
tervened by proposing to the vari- 
ous governments that they should 
abstain from all measures olj this 
kind." 

So also "as regards spiritual mat 
ters the Pope has recommended 
Bishops to look after prisoner 
camps in their dioceees, has se 
representatives to visit camps and 
has granted special powers to chap- 
lains." ^ , , 
Nor did he overlook the material 
needs of these unfortunates, for, as 
the tract informs us, "Material as- 
sistance has been given In the form 
of provisions to French prisoners, 
of Christmas presents to Italians, 
of EJaater praeewts to Austrians and 
of gifts distributed by the Apostolic 
Delegate at Constantinople to the 
French and other English prisoners 
in Turkey." !• inally summing up 
a diversity of other Papal activities 
in behalf of the unfortunates of the 
war we learn that "Inter alia, the 
Pope has frequently intervened on 
behalf of individual prlsoneia with 
a view to their release or confine- 
ment in more suitable conditions, 
especially as regards health, has 
been InstrumenUl In establishing 
technical courses and libraries for 
students, and has promoted the un- 
restricted exchange of prb sts." 

Surely this is a splendid record 
of benevolent activity which elicits 
even the frank admiration of those 
not of our faith. It justifies per- 
haps the hope that when the 
longed-for hour of peace has come 
he, the common Father of Christen- 
dom, will be able to raise We voice 
and t>e heard fo;- a happier and 
more. secure future.

Congress at the last aession failed 
to make provision for arfny chap- 
lains in. numbers sufficient for the 

needs of the new army. The Sen- 
ate in the closing hours passed a 
bill authorizing the appointment 
of army chaplaine on the numerical 
basis — one to every 1,200 men — 
instead of on the regimental basis, 
as now provided by law. Ttie pres- 
ent law authorizes only one chap- 
lain for a regiment. This law was 
passed when a regiment consisted of 
1,200 men. Now that the regi- 
ments are compoeed of S,600 men 
the inadequacy of the old regi- 
mental law Is clear. The Federal 
Council of the Churches of Christ 
in America and the Roman Cath- 
olics worked in conduction for the 
bill establishing the rule of one 
chaplain to every 1,200 men. "The 
bill did not specify that three 
chaplains should be assigned to a 
regiment, but left the assignment 
optional with the Secretary of War, 
so that groups not organized Into 
regiments might be provided for, 
and the chaplains placed where they 
were most needed. The church 
leaders stand as a unit for the 
Chamberlain bill passed by the 
Senate but not reached in the 
House. 

Just before Congress adjourned 
a large group of representative 
leaders of various denominations, 
both Catholic and Protestant, vis- 
ited the I'lvsidriit and Secretary of 
War, pre.scnting petitions from all 
denominations, asking the adminle- 
tration to do all In Its power to 
hasten the desired legislation. Presi- 
dent Wileon received the d^egation 
most cordially, expressed his en- 
tire syinpathy witii the aims of the 
petition, and promised to give it 
his careful attention. Secretary 
Baker said he would do whatever 
he could properly to secure some 
action immediately. The Senate 
acted: the House committee could 
not be gotten together at that late 
date. Thus the matter must stand 
until next December. As the new 
law Is necessary if the religious 
needs of the army are to be met, all 
should lend their influence and thus 
secure its speeay enactment.

In reference to the important
